| ‘The Governor and the Dredgers. 


The expedition of Gov. Cameron, 
which left Norfolk Tuesday night for a 
cruise against the oyster pirates, was 
rationed for thirty days, it being the de- 
termination of the governor to extirpate 
the pirates. The expedition of last year 
resulting in the capture of the crews of 
many contraband craft, it was thought 
would break up the piratical practice. 
The prisoners were sent tothe peniten- 
tiary, but speedily pardoned, with the 
exception of aone-eyed Turk, kept in 
for attemptingto burn the jail. He 
served out the time of his imprisonment 
some time ago, but such was the fasci- 
nation of the daring life that not only 
did he, but many others of the pardoned 
pirates, rig up vessels and fling the black 
flag to the breeze. These forces have 
been swelled by the addition of reckless 
volunteers from New York, Philadel- 
phiaand Baltimore, ready to run all 
risks for the prize of oysters, which 
command higher prices this year than 
ever before, 

These men are desperate and have 
frequently sworn that they would not be 
taken alive. The full pirate fleet num- 
bers about 100 vessels, divided up into 
the fleets of the Potomac, Rappahan- 
nock and Piankaitank. Each vessel is 
armed with two swivel guns fore and 
aft, and every man has a long-range 
Enfield rifle. They have been on the 
lookout for some weeks apprehending 
an attack, and havealso a regular and 
well-organized system of sigual and 
night patrol boats which communicate 
with the fleet and give timely warning 
of the approach of the enemy. 

The New York Herald says of the re- 
sult of theexpedition: About 7 a. m. 
the lookuut sighted a flect of diedgeis 
off Smith’s point, on the Northumber- 
land county shore, close to the Potomac 
river. To avoid suspicion the Pamlico 
kept in the regulurchannel up the bay 
until she came abreast of the fleet, which 
consisted of seven large vessels, all of 
them dredging under full sail in a cir- 
cular fashion. Thesteamer then bore 
down on the fleet, which movement, be- 
instantly observed by the pirates, they 
started and, scattering, sailed in every 
direction. 

hen began the livetiest canngnading 
thyt has ocurred in these wate® since 
ye memorable encounter between the 
M$rrimac and Monitor in the beginning 
of the war. A solid shot was fired across 
the bow of the foremost vessel, which 
was making for the dividing line be- 
tween the Virginia and Maryland. wa- 
ters, sbout two miles distant. Thishad 
no effect except to further increase the 
efforts of the pirates to escape. They 
crowded on all sail, and as there was a 
spanking breeze made good headway. 
The larger portion of the fleet scudded 
down the bay in the direction- from 
which the Pamlico had come. Three 
vessels made nortn for life, liberty aud 
Maryland waters. To these the Pamlico 
e chase; another shot across their 
bows failéd to have any effect Gover- 
nor Cameron then ordered the arillerists 
to fire directly at the vessels with a view 
to sink, disable or capture them. Shot 
after shot was sent from the two pieces 
of artillery after the flying dredgers, but, 
however great the danger of being sunk 
or their crews killed, the dredgers. kept 
on their course.

ville. He was elected to the legislature 
of Georgia in 1886, and was re-elected 
for five successive terms. In 1842 he 
was elected to the State Senate. and in 
1843 he was chosen asa Whig to Con- 
gress and held his seat until 1859. In 
February, 1847 he submitted a series of 
resolutions relating to the Mexican war, 
which afterward formed the platform of 
the Whig party. After the breaking up 
of the Whig party he acted with the 
Democratic party. During the presi- 
dential canvass of 1860 he sustained- 
Douglas and epposed a dissolution of the 
Union, in case of Lincoln's election. In 
Nov. 1860 he made aspeech before the 
legislature of Ga. against secession. He 
was nevertheless elected to the secession 
convention, which met at Milledgville, 
Jan. 16th 1861, and there spoke and voted 
against the secession act. He was a 
member of the Southern Congress— 
which met in Montgomery, Ala., in 
February following and was elected 
vice-president of the Confederacy. On 
March 21st he spoke in Savannah and 
and declared slavery to be an essential 
part of the new government. April 2rd, 
is a Special com missioner from the Con- 
federate States, he addressed the con- 
vention at Richmond, urging the union 
of Virginia with the Confederacy. Af- 
ter the surrender of General Lee, Mr. 
Stephens returned to his hamein Geor- 
gia, where on May 11th, 19., be was ar- 
rested and sent to Fort Warren, in Bos- 
ton harbor, but on October lith he was 
released on parole. On February Aud. 
1866, be was elected to the United States 
Senate, but as the State had not com- 
plied with the conditions of reconstruc- 
tion, he was not permitted to take his 
seat. In 1872 he was elected to Congress, 
and again in 1874, almost without op- 
position. In 1882 he was elected Gov- 
ernor of Georgia. He has at different 
times published à number of literary 
works, the most valuable being A Con- 
stitutional View of the Late War Be- 
tween the States,” etc.

The 47th Congress has closed its la- 
bors, having passed all the regular ap- 
propriation bills and also the long-deba- 
ted internal revenue and tariff bill. The 
river and harbor bill was allowed by the 
Senate to lapse from want of time to 
consider it, the experience of the last 
session having shown that kind of a bill 
demands a great deal of careful considera- 
tion. Thereduction of taxes effected 
by theintegnul revenue portion of the 
measure so long under debate is estima- 
ted xt about $40,000,000; by the tariff 
portion, $25,000,000, of which about $11,- 
000,000 is in sugar alone. This is a con- 
clusion of a matter so long under dis- 
cussion which falls far short of what the 
country had expected. A surplus rev- 
euue of from thirty to fifty millions of 
tlollars annaally will continue to encum- 
ber the treasury and tempt legislators to 
extravagant appropriations. 


—The new tariff act, by adding 50 per 
cent. to the duty on iron ores, will pro- 
bab'y have the effect to injure apprecia- 
bly the line of imports at Baltimore. 
Vessels coming there for grain cargoes 
have been practically able to recoup their | 9 
working expenses, and so to tuke freight 
at minimum rates aud below those rul- 
ing xt New York, because they could 
ballast with iron ore. Sume ballast every 
ship must carry, and it is consequently 
quite a desideratum with shippers to 
secure ballast of such a character that it 
can be sold at a profit and discharged at 
once on the vessel’s arrival at the port of 
entry for cargo. Iron ore has been of 
this sort for ships coming to Baltimore, 
but thenew duty will probably destroy 
its value as a ballast.

there was some way for a young man to 


geta chance to read in this towu.“ The 
editor inquired why he didn’t subscribe 
to the Library. “O, that’s good enough 


- | for people who want a novel to take 


home und read, but suppose a man has 
uo private room at home. where he can 
be away from noise and interruption, or 
suppose he has to consult several differ- 
ent books to find the information he 
wants; he had as well be a hundred 
miles from alibrary. A library open 
ouly two hours a week isnot very use- 
ful.

A farmer who had used a wagon with 
broad tires on the wheels, long enough 
to ascertain their relative value as com- 
pared with the narrow tires, writes: “As 
a four- inch tire will carry two tons over 
soft ground with greater ease to the 
team than a two-and-a-half inch tire will 
carry one ton. The wheels are not so 
much strained by stones and rough 
tracks on the road, and the road is not 
cut up; but, on the contrary, is packed 
down and keeps smooth. The prevalent 
idea that the draftis increased by widen- 
ing the tire is altogether baseless; on the 
contrary, a wide tire reduces the draft. 
The extra cost of the tireis repaid many 
times over every yearin the extra work 
that can be done by a team.” 


Cornstalks enter largely into the fall 
feed of dairy cows, and how to feed 
them is theimportant question. The 
common practice is to feed them in the 
bundle, as but few farmers feel able or 
willing to use a cutting machine. This 
feeding in a bundle without any prepar- 
ation, I am fully satfsfied, is very waste- 
ful, as not only are the butts left, but 
frequently near the wholestalk. I have 
learned from experience that a little 
brine sprinkled upon stalks once every 
day before feeding is of material advan- 
tage in many respects. The weak brine 
will cause the cows to consume nearly 
all, even when fed whole, the flow of 
milk increases, the condition of the 
cows improves, and they show greater 
improvement. Especially in this re- 
mark true on cold windy and rainy days. 


There are several leading departments 
which, by common consent, are relegat- 
ed to the sphere of the wife. Embraced 
in her special department is the manage- 
ment of the household expenses, and, 
unless dairying is made the chief busi- 
ness of the farm, she has usually the en- 
tire care of the dairy. A story is told of 
one of the early pioneers in a new coun- 
try, who with his wife, commenced 
farming ona tract of 100 acres of wild 
land only partially paid for. Year after 
year they prospered, the 100 acres were 
paid for, in large part, by the hard earn- 
ed money which the wife had secured 
through the sales of butter and cheese. 
Again and again the question was asked 
by the husband: “Bball I buy another 
hundred acres ? and the answer by his 
good wife was always ready and always 
the same: Get me 15 more cows and 
you may Safely buy the land. When in 
their old age a fins farm of 500 was fully 
paid for, the wife could rightfully boast 
taht it was her labor quite as much as 
that of her husband which had paid for 
their broad acres. The dower which a 
farmer’s wife may exercise on thé farm 
carries with it many responsibilities. It 
ic ber duty in every way to fit herself to 
become a judicious helpmate and coun- 
gelor.

LIME JUICE IN THE TREATMENT OF 
DIPHTHERIA.—M. Czartoryski, M. D., 
of Stockton. California, writes as fows 
to the London Lancet: During a pro- 
longed residence in the interior of China, 
I became acquainted with the fact that 
theChinese place great reliance during 
epidemics of diphtheria on the internal 
use of the fresh juice of limes, and of the 
fruit itself, which they consume in enor- 
mous quantities, in every conceivable 
form—as lemonade, with native spirits, 
cut in slices, etc. during attaceks of this 
dreadful disease, with appartntly most 
successful results, it hardly ever failing 
toeffect a cure. The Chinese consider 


it a specific, and will, in case of need, do 


anything to obtain a supply. 

Since I have come back to California, 
as also in Louisiana. I have used limes 
and their juices in my practice as a phy- 
sician with most successful results in 
cases of diphtheria, even in the most des- 
perate cases. As soon as I take charge 
of a case offdiphtheria, I order limes to be 
ad ministered as freely as possible. in any 
manner the patient can be prevailed up- 
on to take them, especially in the form 
of hot lemonade, sweetened with white 
sugar or honey, or cut in slices with 
powdered .white sugar. Besides lime 
juice (which 1 suppose acts by imparting 
an excess of oxygen to the circulation, 
and thereby prevents formation of 
vibriones, etc., and so has almost a 
specific effect on disease), I prescribe 
whatever drug may be indicated to re- 
lieve symptoms as they develop, and im- 
part strength by appropriate stimnlants 
ani nourishment.

—The building of the new railroad 
from Delmar te Cherrystone may have 
an important bearing upon the fruit 
products of this county. Heretofore we 
have been putting berries into the New 
York market when the Norfolk season 
was about over and for a week have 
generally had a clean market. If the 
Eastern Shore of Virginiais put in di- 
rect rail communication with New 
York, they will find berry growing pro- 
fitable. Consequently they will grow 
them. Being from a week totwo weeks 
earlier than this section, their season 
will be at its height when our early ber- 
ries are just getting into market. So in- 


` stead of having the tail end of the Nor- 


folk season to compete with, we will 
have these Virginia berries going in 
with ours and in probably as good condi- 
tion. Exactly how far these apprehen- 
sions will be realized, only the comple- 
tion of the road can determine. The 
probability is strong enough to make it 
well worth considering. The ounce of 
prevention that will do better than the 
pound of cure, is to begin at once to put 
a superior class of berries in the market. 
We have never exercised enough care in 
thie particular and it is rather surprising 
that we have sold much of the fruit 
shipped from this and Somerset counties 
at any price. It has been demonstrated 
frequently that selected fruit sells for 
more than enough to pay for the extra 
trouble. Those who last year cultivated 
such varieties as the Sharplessand made 
two grades of berries obtained through 
the season from twenty to thirty cents 
for the best grade and regular market 
price for the others. Pickers should be 
educated to sort the fruit in the field. It 
is more easily done there. If that. can- 
not be managed, sort it in the house. 
Fruit growing cannct remain in its 
present crude state much longer. Com- 
petition will compel more systematic 
and skilfal methods. 


In the next Senate, after the New 
Hampshire Legislature sbail have elec- 
ted a successor to Mr. Rollins in Jane, 
the Republicans will havea majority of 
two.

Thoroughly mix and Jet stand exposed 
to the rains for, say three or four weeks, 
so that the chemicals may become thor- 
oughly dissolved and permeate the whole 
heap, thereby rendering it in a more 
soluble form, so that the roots and plants 
can take it up more readily. 

If a person feels able and disposed to 
impreve his land and increase his crops, 
a good plan, we think. would be to sow 
broadcast two to four hundred pounds to 
the acre the second or third harrowing, 
and follow it with clover in August. 
Should the seasons be very dry it would 
prubably not pay the first year but it 
would cause a much heavier growth and 
we think the elements of the fertilizer 
would remain in the soil until utilized 
by some future crop. The great aim in 
improving land should be first to get a 
growth of clover grass or weeds, the for- 
mer being much better. It formsa soil 
of decayed vegetable matter, as an ab- 
sorbent to hold and retainthe manures 
you may apply. Wesimply present these 
views for your consideration, and in- 
stead of using a handful to four or five 
hills, use a handful to one hill and scat- 
terit well.

The Senator also, it will be re- 
membered, proposed calling upon the 
State central committee to exercise its 
powers to secure suitable action as to 
State offices, in case the city committee 
should be recalcitrant, with a view to its 
beneficial effect upon the party through- 
out the State.

From Every Evening we fake the fol: 
lowing explanation of the proposed fruit 
exchange: 

The freight on a car Toat of peaches 
from Wyoming to Jersey City is $90; the 
transfer across tlie North river costs $20 
more. The commission men add to 
these expenses u margin against contin- 
gencies which brings the cost of putting 
peaches into New York upto 22 cents 
per basket. Sometimes it happens that 
the price obtained does not reach this 
umount and the grower is called upon to 
m ke up the deficiency. 

Under the exchange system the grow- 
er would enly be responsible for the 
freight to Wilmington. As soon as the 
fruit is loaded the inspector at Wilm- 
ington would telegraph to the exchange 
that so mony cars of extra, No. 1, No. 2, 
of Troth er Crawford peaches were at the 
station. Upor receipt ef the telegram 
such peaches would be offered for sale. 
Dealers in other cities and towns would 
ve represented by brokers at the ex- 
change, to whom they would telegraph 
orders, in advance, to buy so much fruit 
of a specified grade ata specified limit 
in price. The selling would only takea 
short time, and the Wyoming agent 
would-then be notified by telegraph to 
manifest so many car loads to a New 
York buyer, so many to Philadelphia, so 
many to Harrisburg. &c. If found im- 
practicable to have this done before the 
train had left Wyoming, traius might be 
broken and remanifested here; but every 
effort would be made to avoid unneces- 
sary delay, and, at any rate, the grower 
would only be responsible for the freight 
to Wilmington; the purchuser would 
feot the bill from this point. 

The advantages of selling by sample 
weredwelt on. Mr. Brown said thatan 
experienced grower could walk out inte 
his orchard the evening before and pick 
out, without difficulty, an average tree. 
He could have the fruit of this sample 
tree picked and culled and sent upon the 
early train, and the buyers could rely 
upon the balance of tke picking, which 
would be shipped by one of the regular 
peach trains, wauld be up to the stand- 
ard of the advance samples.

The moral and legal responsibility of 
parents, in the care of their children is, 
fortunately, attracting the serious atten- 
tion of the better portion of the entire 
country. The many instances of child 
beating, oppression, and other forms of 
cruelty which have come to light, de- 
mund that something be doue; and it is 
gratifying to know that the people are 
becoming thoroughly aroused. Whether 
the cfuelty be inthe form of physical 
violence or physical neglect matters not 
the principle in both cases is the same. 
The man or woman who neglects his or 
ber own health may be pardoned, as the 
cousequences fall upon the individual 
alone; but the parent or guardian who 
permits the inrouds of disease upen the 
innocent ones dependent upon him for 
protection, is criminally liable in the 
sight of God, however be may appear in 
the eyesofmen.

For asparagus choose a deed, light, 
sandy loam and work in plenty of fine 
farmyard manure. It is preferable, if as 
convenient, to plant in one long row on 
side of the garden, having the plants 
about eighteen inches apart. 


Stable manure undoubtedly answers 
the detnauds of the soil in fruit culture 
better than any annual application of a 
single special fertilizer, but still itshould 
not be forgotten thut un occasional ap- 
plication of potash in some form muy be 
necessary. Muriate of potash isa good 
application now and then. 


Insects of different species are attrac- 
ted to the plants suited tothe wants of 
their off odor strong enough to over- 
come tije natural odor of the plant, or 
the esrth-around it, it will no longer at- 
trac$$ie insect, but will escape its dep- 
redations. There are many strong odors 
earbolic acid, for example, tbat might be 
employed for such purpeses. 


A correspondent of the Farming 
World claims that the best time to prune 
fruit trees is just before the sap begins 
to flow —from February to April, accor- 
ding to the latitude. The wounds will 
then beal over rapidly without leaving 
dead wood or scars.

when the sap_flows afresh and the trees 
commence a second growth.

There are Indications that the forth- 
coming peach crop from the Delaware 
penlasula will be one ot the finest and 
most satisfactory in many years. In the 
course of an interview recently with 
Geor e M. Steison, who is regarded as 
one of the authorities on the subject, 
the prophecy was made that therewould 
undoubtedly be a fine. and profitable 
yield. Mr. Stetson isthe oldest- peach 
packer in the United States, having 
started the canning of the fruitright in 
the midst of the Delaware peach or- 
chards twenty-six years ago. 

“In order to understand the situa- 
tion,” said Mr. Stetson, “it is necessary 
to bearin mind that the peaches are 
formed on the tree in October of the fall 
preceding the summer in which they 
reach theirgrowth. Every summer the 
tree extends its branches, or, as it is said 
makes new wood.’ It is from this new 
wood entirely that the peaches for the 
succeeding season are produced. Old 
wood that has once produced peaches 
does not asarule produce them again. 
After the tree bus borne its fruit in the 
summer in about twe months the little 
buds appear that are next season's pea- 
ches. Although no larger than a pin’s 
head, when exumined with a magnify- 
ing glass they show the perfect peach in 
miniature. This is how it sometimes 
hap ens that the whole peach crop is 
killed as early as December. The year 
before last there were no peaches for 
this reason; but, having failed to bear 
that year and the vitality and energy of 
the plant going in consequence entirely 
to the tree, last year the trees gave cff 
an unusual growth and madelarge quan- 
tities of new wood. The more new wood 
there is on the tree the more prolitic will 
be the fruitage, but it will necessarily 
he at the expense of size and quality. 
The result was that while the peaches 
last year were plentiful they were small. 
poor in quality and so wanting in vitali- 
ty that they could not be shipped long 
distances without spoiling. Last fall 
there was not mneh new wood made, 
and the sap did not rise to develop the 
buds before the cold of winter. No bet- 
ter conditions for 3 good crop could ex- 
ist.

General William Pat Painter, 
the New York, Philadelphia & Norfolk | 
railroad, the new linethat is to reach

the south by way of this Peninsula, telle 


a Bultimore American reporter that the 
new line will be between 90 and 96 miles 


in length. From Pocomoke ORy to 


Delaware the Eastern Shere railroad 


will be utilized and be comprehended in 
the new system. General Painter is now |. 


having built an enormous transfer boat, 
upon which the cars will be taken from 
Oherrystone to Norfolk, and from there 
they will go southward via the Norfolk 
and Western railroad. The transfer 
will be ude in an hour anda half, und 
the boat will be of such proportions as to 
be able to make the trip in the roughest 
weather. When asked ifthe new road 
would pay, Gen. Painter said that it 
would soon become one of the most lucra- 
tive lines on the Peninsula. Last year 
there were shipped from the Virginia 
portion over 1.200. 000 barrels of potatoes 
alone, besides an enormous amount of 
produce. Thenew road expects after 
awhile to get the bulk of this traffic. Of 
course, it will have to contend with the 
steamboat companies, but it will use re- 
frigerator- cars and through trains to 
New Tork, which will be run at very 
rapid speed. The cars are being specially 
built for this purpose. The chief feature 
of the new road. however, will be its 
through trains from southern points to 
Philadelphia and New York. On this 
route, it is claimed, the swiftest possible 
time can be made. Parlorcars will be 
run witwut change, being bodily trans- 
ported from Norfolk to Cherrystone by 
the transfer steamers. The run from 
New York fo Cherrystone will be made 
in less than 10 hours. For instance, 
tuking Wilmington asa central point, 
by the timen train reaches Baltimore. 
another train, running at the same speed 
would be nearly half way down the Pen- 
insula, and therefore mach further south 
than the Baltimore train. The new road. 
when in operation, will form a coast 
line along the greater part of the Atlan- 
tic shore. 

lf the contemplated through parlor 
trains are successful, they will also do 
much in the passenger trafic. The new 
road is expected to be finished by next 
all. There is plenty of capital backing 
it, and it will be completed as rapidly as 
possible. Between 500 and 1,000 labor- 
ers will be employed. It is generally un- 
derstood that the Pennsylvania com- 
pany is backing the project.

The calf in itself is not a very valuable 
animal, and too little attention is devot- 
ed to seeing that it is what it should be 
ni blood and character.

Many so called cases of pear blight are 
due to other causes than blight. Quite 
often trees are suid to be blighted from 
too much manure, when in fact, the 
heavy doses of manure water would have 
killed an oak or butternut as quickly as 
it killed the pear. 


An English paper cites the remarkable 
fecundity of a ten-year-old ewein Pem- 
brokeshire, the animal baving fearer 
four lambs each year for four years, and 
three lambs each year for the remainder 
of her maternal life—resulting in a total 
of thirty-four lambs. 


It is bad policy to wash harness with 
soap, asthe potush injures the leather.
